A PROCLAMATION. 

VICTOPvIA  R. 

Whereas  We  are  happily  at  Peace  with  all  Sove- 
reigns, Powers,  and  Stales: 

And  whereas,  notwithstanding  Our  utmost  exertions 
to  preserve  peace  between  all  Sovereign  Powers  and 
State.*,  a state  of  war  unhappily  exists  between  His 
Majesty  the  Eii'.peror  of  all  the  Russins  and  His 
Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  OUomnne^  and  between 
their  respective  subjects  and  others  inhabiting  within 
their  countries,  territories  or  dominions: 

And  whereas  we  are  on  terms  of  friendship  and 
amicable  intercourse  with  each  of  these  Sovereigns, 
and  with  their  several  subjects  and  others  inhabiting 
within  their  countries,  territories,  or  dominions: 

And  whereas  great  number*  of  our  loyal  .subjects 
reside  and  carry  on  commerce,  and  possess  property 
and  establishments,  and  enjoy  various  rights  and 
privileges,  within  the  dominions  of  each  of  the  afore- 
said Sovereigns,  protected  by  the  faith  of  treaties 
between  Us  and  each  of  the  aforesaid  Sovereigns: 

And  whereas  We,  being  desirous  of  preserving  to 
Our  subjects  the  blessings  of  Peace  which  they  now 
happily  enjo3’’,  are  firmly  purposed  and  determined  to 
maintain  a stiict  and  impartial  neutrality  in  the  said 
state  of  war  unhappilj'  existing  between  the  aforesaid 
Sovereigns: 

We,  therefore,  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  : 

And  We  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all 
Our  loving  subjects  to  govern  themselves  accordingly, 
and  to  observe  a strict  neutrality  in  and  during  the 
afore.said  war,  and  to  abstain  from  violating  or  con- 
travening either  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  Realm 
in  this  behalf,  or  the  Law  of  Nations  in  relation 
thereto,  as  they  will  answer  to  the  contrary  at  their 
peril. 

And  whereas  in  and  by  a certain  Statute  made  and 
passed  in  a Session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the  33rd 
and  34th  Year  of  Our  Reign,  intituled  “An  Act  to 
“ regulate  the  conductofllerMajesty’s  subjects  during 
“the  existence  of  hostilities  between  foreign  states 
“ with  which  Her  Majesty  is  at  Peace,’’  it  is,  amongst 
other  things  declared  and  enacted  as  follows: — 
“ILLEGAL  ENLISTMENT. 

“ If  any  Person,  without  the  License  of  Her  Majes- 
ty, being  a British  Subject,  within  or  without  Her 
Majesty’s  Dominions,  accepts  or  agrees  to  accept  any 
Commission  or  Engagement  in  the  Military  or  Naval 
Service  of  any  Eoreign  State  at  War  with  any 
Foreign  State  at  Peace  with  Her  Majesty,  and  in  this 
Act  referred  to  as  a friendly  State,  or,  whether  a 
British  Subject  or  not,  within  Her  Majesty’s 
Dominions,  induces  any  other  person  to  accept  or 
agree  to  accept  any  Commission  or  Engagement  in 
the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  such  Foreign 
State  as  aforesaid, — 

“ He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  oflence  against  this  Act, 
and  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine  and  Imprison- 
ment, or  either  of  such  Punishments,  at  the  Dis- 
cretion of  the  Court  before  which  the  Ofiender  is 
convicted;  and  Imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may 
be  either  with  or  without  Hard  Labour. 

If  any  Person,  without  the  License  of  Her 


Majesty,  being  a British  Subject,  quits  or  goes  on 
board  any  Ship  with  a view  of  quitting  Her  Majesty’s 
Dominions,  with  intent  to  accept  any  Commission  or 
Engagement  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Seivice  of  any 
Foreign  State  at  War  with  a friendly  State,  or, 
whether  a British  Subject  or  not,  within  Her 
Majesty’s  Dominions,  induces  any  other  Person  to 
quit  or  go  on  board  any  Ship  with  a view  of  quitting 
Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  with  the  like  intent, — 

“He  shall  be  guilty’  of  an  (ft'nce  against  this 
Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine  and  Im- 
prisonment, or  either  of  such  Puni.'-hments,  at 
the  Di.scrction  of  the  Court  before  wbich  the 
Cftendcr  is  convicted;  and  Imprisonment  if 
awarded,  may  be  either  with  or  without  Hard 
Labour. 

“If  any  Person  induces  anj' other  Person  to  quit 
Her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  or  to  embark  on  any  Ship 
within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  under  a Misrepre- 
sentation or  false  Representation  of  the  Service  in 
which  such  person  is  to  be  engaged,  with  the  Intent 
or  in  order  that  such  Person  may  accept  or  agrc'e  to 
accept  any  Commission  or  Engagement  in  the  Mili- 
tary' or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  Stale  at  War 
with  a friendly  State, — 

“ He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  CS’jnce  against  this  Act, 
and  shall  be  punish rble  by  Fine  and  Imprison- 
ment, or  either  of  such  Punislimcnits,  at  the  Dis- 
cretion of  the  Court  before  which  the  Ofiender  is 
convicted;  and  Imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may 
bo  cither  with  or  without  Hard  Labour. 

“ If  the  Master  or  Owner  of  any  Ship,  without  the 
License  of  Her  Majesty',  knowingly  either  takes  on 
board,  or  engages  to  lake  on  boaid,  or  has  on  board 
such  Shi))  within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  any  of 
the  following  Persons,  in  this  Act  referred  to  as 
illegally'  enlisted  Persons;  that  is  to  say', 

“ (1.)  Any  person  who,  being  a British  Subject 
within  or  without  the  Dominions  of  Her  Majesty, 
has,  without  the  License  of  Her  Alajesty',  acci.'ptcd 
or  agieed  to  accept  any  Commission  or  Engagement 
in  the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign 
State  at  War  with  any  friendly  State  : 

“ (2.)  Any  Person,  being  a British  Subject,  who, 
without  the  License  of  Her  Majesty,  is  about  to 
quit  Her  Maje.sty’s  Dominions  with  intentto  accept 
any  Commission  or  Engagement  in  the  lililitary  or 
Naval  Service  of  any  I'ereign  State  at  War  with  a 
friendly  State: 

“ (3.)  Any  Person  who  has  been  induced  to  em- 
bark under  a Misrepresentation  or  false  Representa- 
tion of  the  Service  in  which  such  Person  is  to  be 
engaged,  with  the  Intent  or  in  order  that  such 
Person  may  accept  or  agree  to  accept  any'  Com- 
mission or  Engagement  in  the  Military  or  Naval 
Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  War  with  a f.  iend- 
ly  State: 

“ Such  ^Master  or  Owner  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offenco 
against  this  Act,  and  the  following  consequences  shall 
ensue;  that  is  to  say', 

“ (1.)  The  Ofiender  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine 
and  Imjirisonment.  or  either  of  such  Punishments, 
at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the 
Offender  is  convicted;  and  Imprisonment,  if  award- 
ed, may  be  either  with  or  without  Hard  Labour; 
and 

“ (2.)  Such  Ship  shall  be  detained  until  the  Trial 
and  Conviction  or  Acquittal  of  the  Master  or 
Owner,  and  until  all  Penaltie,*  inflicted  on  the 
Master  or  Owner  have  been  paid,  or  the  blaster  or 
Owner  has  given  Security  for  the  puy’ment  of  such 
Penalties  to  the  sati.siaction  of  Two  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  or  other  Magistrate  or  Magistrates  having 
the  authority  of  Two  Justices  of  the  Peace;  and 
“(3.)  All  illegally  enliited  Persons  shall,  imme- 
diately on  the  discovery  of  the  Offence,  be  taken  on 
Shore,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  return  to  the 
Ship. 

“ILLEGAL  SHIPBUILDING  AND  ILLEGAL 
EXPEDITIONS. 

“ If  any  Person  within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions, 
without  the  License  of  Her  Majesty',  does  any  of  the 
following  Acts;  that  is  to  say, — 

“(1.)  Builds  or  agrees  to  build,  or  causes  to  be 
built,  any  Ship  with  Intent  or  Knowledge,  or 
having  reasonable  Cause  to  believe  that  the  same 
shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the  Military  or  Naval 
Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  War  with  any 
friendly  State:  or 
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“ (2.)  Issues  or  delivers  any  Conimission  for  any 
Ship  wilh  Inlent  or  knowledge,  or  liaving  reason- 
able Cause  to  believe  that  the  same  shall  or  will  bo 
employed  in  the  ^lililary  or  jSaval  Service  of  any 
Foreign  State  at  AVar  wilh  any  friendly  State:  or 
“(3.)  E((uips  any  Ship  wilh  Intent  or  Know- 
ledge, or  having  reasonable  Cause  to  believe  that 
the  same  shall  or  will  be  emj)loyed  in  the  Aliliiary 
or  Naval  Serviee  of  any  Foreign  Slate  at  AVar  with 
any  friendly  Slate:  or 

‘‘  (4.)  Despatches,  or  causes  or  allows  to  be  de- 
spatched, any  Ship  wilh  Intent  or  Knowhalgc,  or 
having  reasonable  Cause  to  believe  that  the  same 
shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the  Military  or  Naval 
Serviee  of  any  Foreign  State  at  AVar  with  any 
fi'iendly  State: 

“ Such  Person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  an 
Ofl’ence  against  this  Act,  and  the  following  Conse- 
quences shall  ensue: 

“ (1.)  The  Offender  shall  be  punishable  bj"  Fine 
and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  Punishments, 
at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court  befoie  which  the; 
Offender  is  convicted;  and  Im])risonmenl,  if  awaid- 
ed,  may  be  either  wilh  or  without  llaid  Labour: 
‘‘(2.)  The  Ship  in  res])cct  of  which  any  such 
Off  nee  is  commilted,  and  her  Equipment,  shall  be 
foi foiled  to  Her  Majesty’: 

Provided,  that  a Person  building,  causing  to  be 
built,  or  equipping  a Ship  in  any  of  the  Cases  afore- 
said, in  pursuance  of  a Contract  made  before  the 
Commencement  of  such  AVar  as  aforesaid,  shall  not 
be  liable  to  any  of  the  Penalities  imi)Osed  by  this 
Section  in  respect  of  such  building  or  (iquipping,  if 
he  satisfies  the  Conditions  following;  (thai  is  to  say,) 
“(1.)  If  forthwith  upon  a Proclamation  of 
Neutrality  being  issued  by  Her  Alajcsti’  he  gives 
Notice  to  the  Secretary  of  State  that  he  is  so  build- 
ing, causing  to  be  built,  or  equipping  such  Shij), 
and  f.irnishes  such  Particulars  of  the  Contract  and 
of  any  matters  relating  to,  cr  done,  or  to  be  done 
under  the  Contract  as  may  be  re(iuired  by  the 
Secretary  of  State: 

“(2.)  If  he  gives  such  Securitj',  and  takes  and 
permits  to  be  taken  such  other  Measures,  if  any, 
as  the  Secretary  of  State  may  prefcribe  for  ensur- 
ing that  such  Ship  shall  not  be  despatched,  deliver- 
ed, or  removed  without  the  License  of  Her  Alajesly 
until  the  Teimination  of  such  AVar  as  aforesaid. 

“ AVhere  any  Ship  is  built  by  Order  of  or  on  behalf 
of  any  Foreign  Slate  when  at  AVar  wilh  a friendly' 
Slate,  or  is  delivered  to  or  to  the  Older  of  sueh 
Foreign  Slate,  or  any  Person  who  to  the  Ivnowledge 
of  the  Person  building  is  an  Agent  of  such  Foreign 
State,  or  is  paid  for  by  such  Foreign  State  or  such 
Agent,  and  is  employed  in  the  Alililary  or  Naval 
Sci  vice  of  such  Foreign  Stale,  such  Ship  shall,  until 
the  contrary  i.-:  ])ioved,  be  deemed  to  have  been  built 
with  a view  to  being  so  einployifd,  and  the  Burden 
shall  lie  on  the  Builder  of  such  Ship  of  jMoving  that 
he  did  not  know  that  the  Ship  was  intended  to  be  so 
employed  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  such 
Foreign  State. 

“If  any  Person  within  the  Dominions  of  Her 
Maje.Ay,  and  without  the  License  of  Her  Majesty, — 

“ By  adding  to  the  Number  of  Guns,  or  by  chang- 
ing tlio^e  on  board  for  other  Guns,  or  by  the  Addition 
of  any  Piquipment  for  AVar,  increases  or  augments,  or 
procures  to  be  increased  or  augmented,  or  i.s  know- 
ingly concerned  in  increasing  or  augmenting,  the 
wai'like  P’oice  of  anj'  Ship  which  at  the  time  of  her 
being  within  the  Dominions  of  11  r Alajc.-ty  was  a 
Ship  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Sin  vicc  of  .my  P’orcign 
Slate  at  AVar  with  any  friendly  Slat(‘, — 

“ Such  Person  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence 
against  Ibis  Act,  and  shall  b(!  puni.-hable  by  I-’inc 
and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  Punishments, 
at  the  Discretion  of  tlie  Court  before  which  the 
Offender  is  convicted;  and  lm])nsonment,  if  award- 
ed, may  be  either  wilh  or  without  Haul  Labour. 

“ If  any  Person  within  the  limits  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Dominions,  and  without  the  License  of  Ihn-  Majesty, — 
“ Prepares  or  fits  out  any  Naval  or  Alililary  E.xpe- 
dilion  to  proceed  against  the  Dominions  of  any 
friendly  Slate,  the  following  Consequences  shall 
en.sue : 

“ (1.)  Every  Person  engaged  in  such  Prei)aration 
or  litting  out,  or  assisting  th.crein,  or  employed  in 
any  Capacity  in  such  Eiipcdition,  shall  be  guilty  of 


an  Offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  punishable 
by  I'hne  and  Impiisonmcnt,  or  either  of  such 
Punishments,  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  the  Offender  is  convicted;  and  Imjjrisoiiment, 
if  awarded  may  be  either  with  or  without  Hard 
Labour. 

“ (2.)  All  Ships,  and  their  Equipments,  and  all 
Arms  and  Munitions  of  AVar,  used  in  or  forming 
Part  of  such  Expedition,  shall  be  forfeited  to  Her 
Majesty. 

“ Any  Person  who  aids,  abets,  counsels,  or  pro- 
cures the  Commission  of  any  Otfence  against  this  Act 
shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  and  punislied  as  a principal 
Offender.’’ 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Act  it  is  further  provided 
that  Ships  built,  comiriis.sioncid,  equipped,  or  des- 
patched in  contravention  of  the  said  Act,  may  be 
condemned  and  foifeited  by  Judgment  of  ihe  Court  of 
Admiralty;  and  that  if  the  Secretary  of  State  or  Chief 
Executive  Authority  is  satisihal  that  there  is  a rea-^on- 
able  and  probable  Cause  for  believing  that  a Ship 
within  Our  Dominions  has  been  or  is  being  built, 
commissioned,  or  equijqied,  contrary  to  the  said  Act, 
and  is  about  to  bo  taken  beyond  the  Limits  of  such 
Dominions,  or  that  a Shiji  is  about  to  be  despatched 
contrary  to  the  Act,  such  Secretary  of  State  or  Chief 
Executive  Authority,  shall  have  Power  to  issue  a 
AVarrant  authorising  the  Seizure  and  Search  of  such 
Ship  and  her  Detention  until  she  has  been  either  con- 
demned or  released  by  process  of  Law:  And  whereas 
certain  Powers  of  Seizure  and  Detention  are  conferred 
by  the  said  Act  on  certain  Local  Authorities. 

Now,  in  order  that  none  of  Our  Subjects  may  un- 
warily render  themselves  liable  to  the  Penalities 
imposed  by  the  said  Statute,  AVe  do  hereby  strictly 
command,  that  no  Person  or  Persons  whal.-oevcr  do 
commit  any  Act,  flatter,  or  Thing  whatsoever  con- 
trary to  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Statute,  upon  Pain 
of  the  several  Penalties  by  the  said  Statute  impo  ed, 
and  of  Our  high  Displeasure. 

And  AVe  do  hereby  further  warn  and  admonish  all 
Our  loving  Subjects,  and  all  Persons  whatsoe'er 
entitled  to  Our  Piotection,  to  observe  towards  each  of 
the  aforesaid  Sovereigns,  their  Subiects  and  Territo- 
ries, and  towards  all  Belligerents  whatsoever,  with 
whom  AV'eare  at  Peace,  the  Duties  of  Neutrality; 
and  to  respect,  in  all  and  each  of  them,  the  Exercise 
of  those  Belligerent  Bights  which  AVe  and  Our  Iloyal 
Predecessors  have  idways  claimed  to  exercise. 

And  AVe  hereby  further  warn  all  Our  Loving  Sub-

My  Lokds,— Her  INIiijesty  being  fully  detcn  inined  to 
observe  the  duties  of  neutrality  during  th.a  e.xisting 
state  of  war  between  the  Emperor  of  all  the  lliHsias 
and  the  Emperor  of  the  Ottomans,  and  Innng  more- 
over resolved  to  prevent,  as  far  as  jio^sible,  the  use  of 
Her  Jlajesty’s  harbour.=,  ports,  and  coasts,  and  the 
walers  within  Iltu-  Itlajesty’s  territorial  j urisdiction,  in 
aid  of  the  warlike.  puri>o.ses  of  either  belligerent,  has 
commanded  me.  to  cotnmunicato  to  your  Lonl.diip.s, 
for  your  guidance,  the  following  rules,  which  are  to

Her  Maje.sty  is  pleaded  further  to  command  that 
these  rules  shall  be  put  in  force  in  the  Hnited  King- 
dom, the  Isle  of  Man,  and  the  Cluuimd  Islands,  on 
and  after  the  5th  May  instant,  and  in  Her  Majesty’s 
territories  and  possessions  beyond  the  seas,  six  da3^s 
after  the  da^’  whem  the  Governor,  or  other  chief 
authority  of  each  cf  such  tt'rritorie.^^  or  jiossessions  re.s- 
pectivel.y,  shall  have  nolilied  and  })ublished  the  same;

SiH, — Having  been  instructed  by  the  Government 
to  explore  the  country  for  a new  trail  to  the  Cherry 
Creek  mine  (the  pre.sent  one  being  alrno..t  im- 
pa-sable  for  pack  animals,)  I took  the  opportunity 
on  arriving  there  of  personally  visiting  and  inspecting 
the  different  claims,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows: — 

That  although  there  arc  now  about  fifty  men  at  the 
diggings,  including  seven  Chinamen,  it  being  so  early 
in  the  season  but  few  claims  had  commenced  to  take 
out  pay',  I was  however  as.^ured  b.y  several  jiarties 
that  were  ground  sluicing  and  who  had  already  made 
small  wages,  that  their  claims,  when  in  juoper  work- 
ing order,  would  pay  from  four  to  ten  dollars  a day 
to  the  hand. 

Most  of  the  claims  are  situated  on  bars  or  benches  a 
few  feet  above  the  creek;  there  are  however  anumber 
of  claims  recorded  on  the  hills  about  sixty  feet  above 
the  creek,  and  which  latter  claims  havingy'ieldcd  well 
last  fall  the  owners  are  sanguine  of  making  a good 
stake  this  season. 

The  Christien  Company  have  just  received  an 
hydraulic  aiiparatus  from  Victoria  and  expect  to  take 
out  pay  in  about  a month. 

The  Schneider  Company  on  the  hill  (adjoining  the 
claims  of  the  Christien  Bros.)  are  ground  sluicing  in- 
tending to  wash  up  in  a few  days. 

John  Thornton  has  recorded  a claim  on  a small 
creek  emptying  into  Cherry  Creek  with  a prospect  of 
making  four  or  five  dollars  a day. 

About  two  miles  above  the  claims  of  Christien  and 
Schneider,  two  Americans,  Busey  and  Thorpe,-  are 
ground  sluicing  and  took  out  over  one  hundred 
dollars  a piece  for  ten  days’  work  the  week  before  my 
arrival. 

Adjoining  them  are  the  Baldwin  Company  of  four 
men  who  were  making  a ditch  about  one  mile  in 
length  for  bringing  water  on  to  their  ground.  Above 
this  claim,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek,  is  the 
Hayborne  Company  of  four  men,  who  have  been 
making  fair  wages  on  a small  bar,  but  which  being 
nearly  worked  out  they  have  again  recorded  claims 
iinmediately  opposite.  A largo  proportion  of  the 
miners  are  either  clearing  their  ground  of  timber, 
bringing  in  water,  or  sawing  lumber,  and  under  these 
circumstances  it  is  impossible  for  me,  at  present,  to 
form  any  accurate  opinion  of  how  these  mines  will 
eventually  turn  out. 

There  are  now  twenty-two  claims  recorded  on  th^ 
creek  extending  for  a distance  of  over  three  miles,  and 
it  is  the  intention  of  several  old  miners  to  proceed  to
